K nights o f Labor C onvention re-assem bled 
th is m orning an d took up th e reports of 
th e G eneral Officers an d Com m ittees. Pow- 
d erly ’s report w ill no t be presented till late 
in the afternoon. 
T he report of T reasurer T u rn er for the 
year ending Ju n e 30th last, sh o w s: 
R e­ 
ceipts, $222,000; expenditures, th e sam e. A 
supplem entary 
report sho w s: 
Receipts, 
$53 000; expenditures, $43,000. 
In conclu­ 
sion, M r. T u rn er said : 
“ A ccording to th e receipts from tax , the 
m em bership decreased about three h u n ­ 
dred tho u san d d u rin g the fiscal year, and 
at th e present tim e th e receipts are not 
sufficient to m eet the ru n n in g expenses.” 
H e recom m ended th e cu ttin g dow n o f 
th e staff of th e general officers and other 
retren ch m en ts to th e am o u n t of $25,000. 
In view of th e great failing off in m em ber­ 
ship and th e debt hanging over th e Order, 
the delegates are feeling rath e r blue, and 
w ondering w hat th e outcom e w ill be. 
A t 
th e end of Ju n e, 1887, th e O rder had sev­ 
eral thousand dollars ahead. 
O f its condi­ 
tion one year later, T u rn er says : 
“ J u n e 30, 1888, o u r balance was $164, 
w ith bills to th e a m o u n t of $9,227 due and 
unpaid. 
O ctober 31, 1888, there is a b al­ 
ance of $46 w ith $3,687 due and unpaid 
bills.” 


TH E DOWN-TRODDEN WOMEN OPERATIVES. 
M rs. M. L. B arry, G eneral Iuvestigator of 
W om an’s W ork an d W ages, gave an in te r­ 
esting resum e of h e r labors, w ith sugges­ 
tions tow ard the am elioration of w om an’s 
lot. 
She gives th e price paid w om en aud 
girls in various parts of th e country visited 
and describes th e 
disadvantages 
under 
w hich they w ork. She found m uch to crit­ 
icise an d condem n. 
M en s pan ts th at re­ 
tail at from $1 to $7 per pair are taken by 
contract at 15 cents per pair. 
T he opera­ 
tives are em ployed and huddled together 
in close, stifling hack room s, w here m achine 
operatives furnish th eir ow n m achines, and 
in m ost cases the thread, and do all th e m a­ 
ch in e w ork on th e p an ts, w ithout basting, 
for 5 cents a pair. 
T hey are then passed 
over to the linisher, who pu ts on the but­ 
tons, m akes the button-boies and puts on 
th e buckles for 5 cents per pair. 
Six nairs 
Í3 an average d ay ’s work. 
Supposing four 
operatives to be em ployed—and there are 
often m ore th an th is—th e contractor m akes 
30 cents a head, w hich nets h im o r her 
$1 50 per day, w hile his or her victim gets 
30 cents per day. T his is only one of m any 
instances. 
A fter speaking of h er trip through P e n n ­ 
sylvania. M rs. B arry says : “ T he violation 
of every law in regard to th e em ploym ent 
of w om en and children in P en n sy lv an ia is 
to be m et w ith 011 every hand. 
T here are 
m any evils a tten d an t upon th e em ploy­ 
m ent of children, particularly girls, w hich 
leads to m isery, ignorance and despair. 
A 
custom is rapidly increasing in th e coun­ 
try, w hich m eans sham e, dishonor and 
h u m iliatio n to m anhood, an d I here and 
now appeal to every father w ithin the 
sound of m y voice to be w atchful and w ary 
of his little daughter, if she be em ployed in 
any large establishm ent, 
or sm all one 
either, w here she is m ade to understand 
th a t th e price of her position is th at she 
‘m ust stand in w ith th e boss.’ 
M any m ay 
ask w hy I do n ot give nam es and localities. 
F irst, because those w ho resent such per­ 
nicious approaches sh rin k from giving pu b ­ 
licity to th eir h u m iliatio n , an d those who 
do su b m it w ill not m ake th eir m isfortunes 
public u n til perhaps th ey can n o longer 
hide th eir sham e. 
In very m any instances 
facts were given th a t were blood-curdling, 
b u t no affidavit w ould he m ade, and n eith er 
m yself nor th e order was in a position to 
stan d a libel suit, w ith all th e pow er of 
w ealth against us w herew ith to influence 
a decision against ho n o r and tru th .” 


OTIIEH BUSINESS. 
T he report of the G eneral E xecutive 
B oard consists of a statem ent of th e action 
taken in th e various cases of appeals anu 
com plaints, m ostly of a local n atu re. 
T lie official action of th e B oard in th e 
case of Local A ssem bly 49, of New Y ork, 
was to sustain Jam es E . Q uinn in his ac­ 
tions. 
I t is because o f th is conflict th at 
there has been tw o contesting delegations 
here this w eek from th a t A ssem bly. 
T he action in th e R eading strike is given, 
it being stated th a t th e G eneral E xecutive 
B oard did n o t have charge of it, b u t all the 
docum ents are at th e disposal of G eneral 
A ssem bly. 
T he afternoon session was brief, and was 
devoted to the in tro d u ctio n of resolutions 
an d other m atters for reference to com m it­ 
tees. 
No m ore reports w ere m ade, bu t th e 
reports o f th e G eneral M aster W orkm an 
and th e < ieneral Secretary are looked for 
to m orrow . 
B arry ’s appeal has n o t yet com e before 
th e A ssem bly, but is also expected to-m or­ 
row . 
T he rep o rt of J. W . H ayes, w ho suc­ 
ceeded C harles H . L itchm an as G eneral 
Secretary in Septem ber, w ill be presented 
in th e m orning. 
H e gives a tabulated 
statem ent of th e m em bership, show ing 
56,680 Local A ssem blies in good w orking 
order, w ith a total m em bership o f 259,518, 
and 37,900 not reported. 
On Ju ly 1, 1887, 
th e m em bership, according to th is report, 
w as 451,179, show ing a loss in one year of 
no t less th an 153,731. 
A m endm ents to the constitution have 
been offered from a n u m b er of different 
D istrict A ssem blies, an d they will be acted 
upon in due season. 
A m ong these are 
am endm ents providing th at th e per capita 
tax to the G eneral A ssem bly be reduced ; 
th at the offices of G eneral Secretary aud 
G eneral T reasurer be com bined; th at the 
G eneral E xecutive Board be reduced in 
n u m b er; th a t legislation looking to the 
better education of th e m em bers an d pu b ­ 
lic be enacted ; th a t officers be elected a n ­ 
n u ally ; th at strikes and boycotts be su p ­ 
ported by th e G eneral A ssem bly only to 
th e e x 'in t o f m oney specially secured by 
appeal for such purposes ; th at th e salaries 
of th e G eneral M aster W orkm an and of 
th e G eneral Secretary an d T reasurer be 
$2,000 per year, aud th a t the salaries of the 
G eneral E xecutive B oaid shall n ot exceed 
$3 per day, hotel expenses n o t to exceed $: 
per day, an d railroad fares as now .

T ro u b le A m o n g R iv a l F r u it A u c tio n e e rs 
In C h ica g o . 
C h ic a g o . Isovember 14th.—Judge Horton 
to day granted an injunction enjoining 
Richard M. Montgomery & Co. from adver­ 
tising in any newspaper or other publica­ 
tion in the United States. They claim that 
they hold the auction sales of California 
fruits at the Standard Warehouse, Nos. 169 
to 175 South Water street. 
Lewis A Co., 
who are engaged in selling California and 
Florida fruits at auction at the Standard 
Warehouse, allege that Montgomery & Co. 
did sell fruit at auction at the Stacdard 
Warehouse until October 15th, when they 
were discharged as such agents by the 
owners of the warehouse, who were the 
consignees of the fruits which Montgomery 
A Co. had sold as agents. 
Lewis A Co 
were employed in their place, bat assert 
that notwithstanding their discharge, Mont­ 
gomery A Co. continue to advertise them­ 
selves as still conducting auction sales of 
California fruit at the Standard Warehouse 
in the newspapers in Chicago and Califor­ 
nia, with the object of diverting trade from 
Lewis A Co. to themselves. 


G O O D L A W A N D G O O D SEN SE , 


A L ife I n s u r a n c e P o lic y S a c re d to Uu> 
B e n e fic ia rie s. 
W a s h in g to n , November 14th.—The Su­ 
preme Court, through Chief Justioe Fuller, 
has rendered an opinion of unusual inter­ 
est to holders of Jife insurance policies. 
Thomas L iln m e. of the District of Po-" 
lambia, died in 1881, totally insolvent, but 
leaving $35,000 in life insurance policies. 
The policies were by their terms payable 
, either to the widow or children of deceased. 
The Administrator and creditors of Hume’s 
y istate sought to force thu application of the 


proceeds o f th e policies to th e paym ent of 
debts due creditors, on th e ground th a t the 
prem ium s paid by H u m e w ere by the 
frau d u len t transfer of an insolvent estate. 
T h e S uprem e C ourt holds th a t th e bene­ 
ficiaries are entitled to th e proceeds o f all 
policies, w ithout an y deduction w hatever 
on account o f prem ium s naid, holding that 
th e h usband and f a th e r ‘has the full rig h t 
to insure his life in th ein tere st o f his wife 
au d children, and th at w here such policies 
are effected iu th e n am e of th e beneficiaries 
th ey are no part of the estate of th e de7 
ceased insolvent, and therefore can n o t be 
regarded as a fraudulent assignm ent of anv 
p a rt of his estate, w hen so effected. 


A D E A D L Y CO M B A T. 


B lo o d y D u el 
B e tw e e n T w o D e s p e ra te 
S o u th e rn M en. 
B ir m in g h a m (A la.), N ovem ber 14th.— 
Two funerals took place here vesterdav 
w hich were largely attended an d form ed 
th e clim ax o f an ex trao rd in ary tragedy. 
R obert N abors was a p rom inent physician 
at M ontevallo, in th is State, and W . W . 
S bortridge was a successful law yer in the 
sam e village. 
B oth w ere 
vonng 
m en. 
Som e tim e ago N abors em ployed Short- 
ridge to collect a few claim s against d elin ­ 
q u en t patients. 
T he retu rn s were not sat­ 
isfactory, 
an d th e 
m en quarreled, but 
parted w ithout com ing to blows. 
Last S aturday N abors called at Sliort- 
ridge s office, an d th e old trouble broke out 
afresh. 
T hey finally agreed to fight w ith 
bow ie-knives in a darkened room ju st off 
th e office. 
R em oving 
th eir coats and 
shoes, th e m en entered th e room and fought 
b lindly b u t desperately for nearly ten m in ­ 
utes. 
FRIGHTFUL BUTCHERY. 
The duel was one of th e m ost vicious 
ever reported 
in A labam a. 
T he m en 
plunged th eir knives in to each o th er until 
both looked as though th ey had been 
slaughtered beeves. 
E v erything in the 
room w as bespattered w ith blood. 
Som e persons living in th e low er storv 
h eard th e noise o f th ed u elists as they ro lb d 
u pon th e floor an d ran upstairs to sepárale 
th e com batants. 
W hen th e door was broken open N abors 
staggered in to th e office w ith ' the blood 
stream ing from a dozen gashes in his face 
an d breast. 
W ith o u t saying a word, he 
rushed dow n the stairs, still clasping a 
gory knife in bis hand. 
L ying upon th e floor of th e room was 
S hortridge. 
H is head had been slashed in 
a m ost dreadful m anner. 
T he arteries of 
h is neck had been severed, one eye had 
been gouged out and his hands w ere cut so 
terribly th at th e fingers hung only by the 
tendons. 
T he m an was dead. 


NABORS’ FATE. 
Nabors, after leaving th e office, ran out 
on th e stree', w here h is bleeding tace and 
gory garm ents spread consternation am ong 
th e negroes. 
H e seem ed to be crazed w ith 
pain and staggered w ildly along th e street 
u n til he reached a store w here A lbert K ee­ 
n an, a negro, stood in the doorw ay. W ith ­ 
ou t saying a w ord, N abors rushed at K ee­ 
n a n aud struck him w ith th e knife. 
T he 
negro ran into th e store, w hen th e now 
th oroughly insane m an m ade an o th er des­ 
perate lunge at h im . 
K eenan seized a gun, w hich was lying 
upon the counter, and then tu rn ed to face 
th e m adm an, w ho was in th e act o f m ak ­ 
ing an o th er lu n g e w ith his knife. 
T he 
tw o m en clinched, b ut N abors, w ho was 
w eak from loss of blood, was no m atch for 
his antagonist, and was quickly throw n 
upon the floor. 
Before N abors could get 
upon his feet again, K eenan dealt him a 
terrible blow upon the head w ith th e stock 
of the gun, and then leaping over his body, 
ra n into the street an d out of tow n. 
N abors never regained 
consciousness. 
H is sk u ll had been fractured. 
H e died at 
m id n ig h t. 
K eenan cannot be found. 


L O W -IiO W N P O L IT IC S . 


A lle g e d P u rp o s e o f th e D e m o c ra ts to 
S te a l «he N ex t H o u se. 


W a s h in g t o n , N ovem ber 14th.—A des­ 
perate gam e is in progress as to th e organ­ 
ization o f th e n ext H cuse. 
H eretofore it 
has been alm ost universally conceded th at 
th e R epublicans w ould have a sm all m a­ 
jority, as indicated by th e returns. 
D em o­ 
cratic claim are now being m ade that, if 
allow ed, w ould give them the organization 
i f th e H ouse. 
A dispatch received from Senator K enna 
th is m orning declared th at it w as now 
settled th a t th e D em ocrats had carried 
W est V irginia, an d elected all four of th e 
R epresentatives to Congress. 
T he D em o­ 
crats also claim s th e election o f Sim m ons 
in N orth C arolina. 
T his w ould give them 
a m ajority o f one in the H ouse. 
It is asserted by the R epublicans th at the 
D em ocrats are trying to steal the H ouse 
by certifying m en from th e South. 
T here 
is great an x iety on th e part of th e R epub­ 
lican m em bers of th e H ouse. 
T hey say 
th at th e ir m ajority is being pared dow n by 
clever m an ipulation, and assiduously th e 
D em ocrats are w orking to underm ine it 
entirely. 
M r. Quay, they say, foresaw this 
danger, an d it was on account of it th at he 
cam e 
to W ashington to tak e personal 
charge of C ongressional m atters. 
A good 
m an y an xious in quiries have been m ade at 
th e R epublican League headquarters, and 
to all w ho have asked him M r. Q uay re ­ 
sponded th at th e R epublicans are sure to 
organize th e H ouse. 
H e adm its th a t the 
D em ocrats are 
schem ing the best they 
know how , b u t he has confidence in the 
ab ility of th e R epublican m anagers to 
take care of th eir interests.

H e w ill n ot change his 
attitu d e on th e tariff, nor ignore nor avoid 
th e issue 011 account of the result of the 
election. 


C L E V E L A N D ’S P L A N S. 


H e W ill S ell O a k view a u d S e ttle D ow n 
In N ew Y o rk . 


W a s h in g to n , November 14th.—The Pres­ 
ident has told an intimate friend that he 
will dispose of the famous Oakview, ar­ 
ranging to give possession shortly after the 
4th of March. 
Mr. and Mrs. Cleveland 
would then go to Europe and spend a year 
or more. On their return the President 
will practice law in the city of New York. 
Colonel Lamont refuses to say what he has 
decided upon, but does not deny the story 
that he wiil enter a large insurance firm in 
the Metropolis. 
It is worthy of note in this connection to 
see how general and genuine is the sorrow 
over the deparlure of the young mistress of 
the White House.

ANOTHEK BLOW AT THE MORMON 
QUESTION. 
The Mormons have received another 
blow from the J ndiciary that makes a de­ 
cided breach in their defenses. They have 
contended that the statute of 18S2, com 
monly known as the Edmunds Act, which 
makes it a crime to cohabit with more 
than one woman, permits a man to leave 
his lawful wife, marry with another 
according to the doctrine of the Mormon 
Church, and escape the statute against un­ 
lawful cohabitation, since he will thus be 
living with but one woman. In such p. 
case Joseph Clark was convicted, and on 
motion for a new trial based on alleged 
error in the charge to the jury, the First 
Judicial District Court holds against the 
motion. Clark married liis wife Sarah 
thirty-nine years ago, both then being 
single persons. 
In 1853 he married 
Hannah, a second wife, and in 1868, Fran­ 
ces, a third wife. Tiiree years ago Clark 
abandoned his only lawful wife Sarah, and 
lias ever since refused to live with her, but 
has lived continuously with Frances. The 
defendant contended that as he lived only 
with her he could not be held to lie guilty 
under the Act referred to. 
. 
Such a view of the case, says Judge 
Judd, would defeat the whole purpose and 
scope of the Act of Congress. He recites 
the entire history of Congressional legisla­ 
tion for Utah, to show that the intention 
of Congress is to punish the man who 
leaves a lawful wife and lives with any 
other woman, no matter if lie has marital 
relations with her only, and no matter 
behind what religions defense he puts him­ 
self. While it is literally true that dark 
lived with but one woman, he was doing 
defiance to the law, the intent of which is 
to punish the man who cohabits with other 
than his lawful wife. It was living and 
cohabiting with “ plural wives” that Con­ 
gress intended to prohibit; so, too, it in­ 
tended to recognize but one marriage. 
This is shown by the fact that the Act 
legitimatized all children born of plural 
wives up to January 1st, leaving all other 
children of plural wives unfortunate bas­ 
tards. 
It was not 
the intention; 
therefore, that a man should es­ 
cape the law by leaving his one 
lawful wile and living with but one other 
woman. 
If the law makers intended 
otherwise they would not have declared 
the children of plural wives tobe bastards. 
When it provided that it should be unlaw­ 
ful for a man to live with but one wife, it 
meant the wife the “Act” recognized as 
lawfully married to him. Any other view 
of the law would simply legalize polyg­ 
amy and a man could abandon, one after 
the other, a number of wives and live with 
but one other at a time after each aban­ 
donment, and thus continue practically in 
polygamy despite the law. The Court 
says: 
The longaud tlie short of the whole business 
is, that Congress intended that a man should 
have in the Territory of Utah hut one wife; that 
he should live with that wife or nobodv; that 
he should not live and cohabit with a plural or 
bigamous wife and beget bastard children: that 
this bigamous and polygamous business should 
stop; a-.d it was not dreamed of by Congress, 
or by any man who voted for the law, or by the 
President who approved it, that such a con 
struction could be for a moment tolerated as is 
contended for here. The rosolis that would be 
produced, all other questions aside, would abso 
lutely torbid any such construction. 
Of course the case will go to the Su­ 
preme Court of the Territory and thence 
to the Supreme Court of the United States, 
but it is unthinkable that any other con­ 
struction will lie given to the law than 
that held by Judge Judd. The decision, 
if sustained, will prove a blow to Morruon- 
ism from which it will not he able to re­ 
cover, for Congress will never repeal the 
law. Any attempt to do so will be met by 
a command of the people that no Congress 
will venture to disobey. On the contrary, 
it is more likely that the National Legis­ 
lature will clear away all doubt concern­ 
ing the language of the law by supple­ 
menting it with another Act declaring it 
to be a crime to live with any other woman 
than one’s lawful wife. The meshes of 
justice are gradually entangling the Mor­ 
mon shame and crushing out its remain­ 
ing vitality. 


and other disorderly classes. Tbcy may 
blow up some houses and do some murder, 
but there will be no such uprising at this 
time as will give to the disorder the char­ 
acter of rebellion. The millions of free­ 
men ill the United States are not in fear 
of a handful of radical Anarchists, nor is 
the Republic in any danger of being 
speedily overthrown by them. 
Nevertheless, the Anarchists we have 
among us are enemies of society and foes 
of the law, and it is the part of wisdom to 
be prepared for any assaults their leaders 
may move them to for the sake of the 
brief notoriety and temporary heroics in 
which they may wish to indulge them­ 
selves. The Anarchist is a busy sower of 
the seed of error ; he begins in the right 
place, with the children, to implant the 
vicious doctrines of his creed, and the time 
may come, by our neglect, when he will lie- 
come something more than a riotous men­ 
ace to the American Republic. It will be 
the part of wisdom to prevent the growth 
of a class and the dissemination of doc­ 
trines that are open and avowed enemies 
of a republican form of government. 
The country that is so liberal that it en­ 
courages by its quiesence the organization 
of forces within itself that are avowedly 
intended to work its overthrow will de­ 
serve the fate of the farmer who wanned 
the viper into life at his fireside. 
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TEE FEAR OF ANARCHISTS. 
Inspector Bonfield, ef the Chicago police, 
warns the public that»danger is imminent 
from an uprising of Anarchists throughout 
the entire country. Tie explains that 
their plans are well laid, and that a date 
is fixed upon for the rising, when sword 
and fire will open the wcy to massacre and 
pillage. "The officer certainly over-enti- 
mates the strength of the Anarchists. If 
lie is fully aware of their plans, it is a 
iign cf weakness and mismanagement on 
their part, .negativing the idea that there 
is much to fear from the enemies of soci­ 
ety that are so loosely organized. 
If we adtni. that there are, as is claimed, 
64.000 Anarchists in the United States in 
organized bodies, they constitute but a 
mere handful, and if they rise as one man, 
they will be crushed in a few •hours. There 
are, says Mr. Jlonfield, 5,000.able-bodied 
Anarchists in .Chicago. Bui there are 
4.000 of the organized National Guard 
and 000 weil-eLrtll-d police in Chicago. In 
an hour’s time JC,000 other uieg can be 
called to arms in that city alone, backed 
by authority and sustained by public sen­ 
timent. The entire body of Chicago An­ 
archists, armed and massed, could mske no 
stand against such iiww and order forces. 
Now, the Anarchists; .are as fully aware of 
these facts as any one eLe ; and since :thev 
are not fools, they will act rush to certain 
destruction. This may come about—that 
the Anarchists will provoke another diffi­ 
culty with the police in Chicago, and sm­ 
other Haymarket massacre may result. 
The enemies of organized representative 
government may have an end io serve in 
again agitating the country bis» the sub­ 
ject of anarchy. They may deem it essen­ 
tial to let the world know that lire execu­ 
tions of last year have not dismayed them; 
their leaders may have found it ueaeasary, 
in order to hold their following, to provoke 
some conflicts with the authorities. Such 
rioting may occur simultaneously in sev­ 
eral cities, but that they will amount to 
anything more than brief riots, we do not 
believe. They will lie promptly sup­ 
pressed, and if life is taken the perpetra­ 
tors of murder will be hanged ju-t as a 
batch of them Wi re a year ago. The lawsaig

Sir Charles W arren has been forced 
to resign as Chief of the London Police 
because of the inability of his officers to 
discover who Is the Whitechapel murderer. 
It is an English method to force an official 
out of place when want of confidence is 
expressed ; but what has the London pub­ 
lic to gain by expelling General Warren 
from office ? It was admitted that London 
has not had a braver man or a more level­ 
headed officer over its police force. Gen­ 
eral Warren was a gallant soldier; he has 
fair detective ability, and, as an executive 
officer, is noted for his exactness, push and 
general vigor. That the failure of his 
subordinates to apprehend the White­ 
chapel murderer nettles the people, is true 
enough; but that another official would 
have been more successful, can only be a 
matter of speculation. A new hand at the 
wheel just now is not likely to proceed so 
directly or speedily to success as General 
\\ arren. I Ik re ai e some crimes, the per­ 
petrators of which are never brought to 
bar, and these Whitechapel horrors may 
be of that class. At any rate, to the Amer­ 
ican mind, the removal of General Warren 
does not appear to be rational or just. 


On e of the best guarantees of a wise and 
sagacious administration of public affairs 
by General Harrison is the consummate 
skill with which he conducted himself 
during the campaign. No candidate for 
the Presidency ever took a more active 
part in his own campaign or spoke to the 
people oftener. Yet General Harrison 
Harrison made no mistakes; he never 
allowed enthusiasm to unsettle his judg­ 
ment: at no time did he “lose his head,” 
and not once was his calm and dignity of 
repose broken by act or expression. His 
whole course in the campaign was an 
earnest of the “level-headed” President 
that is to occupy the White House on the 
4th of next March. Unless we greatly mis­ 
take the man, he is going to prove a great 
surprise to both friends and political ene­ 
mies, and will be and keep himself free 
from any influences relation to which 
would tend either to smirch his Adminis­ 
tration or minimize his independence. 
It is credible to the police authorities of 
Chicago that the Anarchists were pre­ 
vented from parading the streets on Sun­ 
day, the anniversary of the Anarchist 
murderers’ execution. Had the police 
officials been as firm three years ago, there 
would have been no Haymarket massacre, 
no hanging of the Parsons gang, and pos­ 
sibly no Anarchist orgauizatiou left at this 
date.

ELECTION RETURNS. 
Judges H tatty and W orks Elected to Hie 
^uprbine Bench. 
The totals of t he election are very 
slowly reported. The interest in the re­ 
sult as to Presidential Electors resides 
now only in the amount of General Harri­ 
son’s majority. The latest returns, with 
Humboldt, Inyo, Mendocino, Merced, Mo­ 
doc, Mono, Trinity, San Diego, Solano 
and San Francisco incomplete, give these 
footings: Harrison 126,031, Cleveland 
117,563, Fisk 5,506, Curtis 1,202. In the 
Congressional election, it is now certain 
that Morrow, Phelps, McKenna end Van- 
dever, Republicans, and l’riggs, Democrat, 
are elected. In the case of DeHaven 
(R.) and Thompson (D.), the latest returns 
give the former 1,1(06, and the latter 1,533, 
but Trinity, Siskiyou, Tehama, Plumas, 
Modoc, Mendocino, Humboldt and Colusa 
are incomplete. The belief is entertained 
that De Haven will maintain his lead. 
The chief interest now centers upon the 
returns afiécting the result between Works 
(R.) and Sullivan (D.) for the Supreme 
Bench—Judge Beatty’s election being con­ 
ceded on all sides. The footings to this 
writing give Justice Works 111,583 and 
Judge Sullivan 113,040, or a majority for 
the latter of 1,466.

B u rg la rs fie ld to A n sw er—T h e J e w e lr y 
T h ie f C on victed . 
In llie Police Court yesterday Thomas 
Wilson and Andrew Roberts were exam­ 
ined on charges of burglary and held to 
answer before the Superior Court, their 
bonds being fixed at $2,000. 
William 
Ingram, manager of the Huntington-Hop- 
ktns Company, testified to the store being 
burglariously entered on Saturday night 
last and robbed of guns and revolvers. C. 
G. Cogswell, a Galt Constable, testified to 
arresting the prisoners at New Hope with 
the property in their possession. Both de­ 
fendants admitted committing the burglary. 
Wilson said that he was a German, 20 years 
of age, and lately came from Florida. 
Roberts said that he had been employed on 
the steamer City of Pekin, and was 22 
years of age. 
Alex. Kinney, alias “ Big Jim,” pleaded 
not guilty to the charge ot petit larceny. 
S. Stunner, John Olsen and J. P. Kluue, 
three jewelers, identified him as one of two 
men who had been in their stores pretend­ 
ing to want to buy a chain for a sick engi­ 
neer. Sturiuer and Olsen had missed valu­ 
able chains after they had gone. The chain 
stolen from Mr. Slurmer was recovered 
from J. P. Williams, a barkeeper at the 
Citv Saloon, who was put upon the stand 
and testified that he purchased it for $9 
from one Jim Murray, who said that it be­ 
longed to the defendant. Murray repre­ 
sented that the defendant, who was present 
at the time, was a friend of his from Los 
Angeles who was short of money and 
wanted to sell the chain. When he gave 
Murray the money the latter handed it 
over to the prisoner, and he gave Murray 
back a portion of it. 
Kinney testified in his own behalf that 
the chain belonged to Murray and that he 
had agreed to let him say that it was his, 
so that Williams would give him all the 
money and not keep out $5, which Murray 
claimed he owed Williams. 
Judge Buckley said that a very clear case 
of petit larceny had been made out, and 
ordered Kinney to appear for sentence to­ 
day. The Judge further remarked that it 
would have been just as easy to have con­ 
victed him of burglary upon the same testi­ 
mony. 
The charge of disturbing the peace 
against Mrs. Peterson was dismissed for 
want of prosecution. 
Mrs. Rtrggles, the 
complaining witness, having relented. 
W. S. Irwin was convicted of disturbing 
the peace and breaking a street-car window 
and was fined $20 or go to the County Jail 
for twenty days. 
The case of Frank Harrison, charged 
with grand larceny, was continued until 
Saturday. 
The City Attorney announced 
that he intended to change the complaint 
to embezzlement. 
Sentence in the cases of the three boy 
grain thieves, John Cole, Wm. Rugcles and 
John McCarthy, 
was 
postponed 
until 
November 23d. 
Frank A. Butler, J. C. Hays and Tom 
Carrc-X Srst-rime drunks, were discharged. 
The%.*mrt took a recess until 1:30 p. m., 
when the first case called was that of J. W. 
Hughes, charged by Mrs. A. Saunders with 
battery. E. C. Hart and C. T. Jones ap 
peared as counsel for the defendant and the 
City Attorney conducted the prosecution. 
Mrs. Saunders testified that on Saturday 
evening lust she was driving along Ninth 
street with her daughter and saw Mr. 
Hughes on the sidewalk. She drove up 
near the sidewalk and told him she wanted 
to speak to him. He seized the buggy whip 
she had in her band and struck her on the 
hand and then beat her horse. The littb 
girl had alighted from the buggy fearing h. 
would make the horse run away. Witn. . 
was sharply cross-examined by Mr. Jones 
and admitted having followed Mr. Hughts 
on several occasions and having demanded 
money of him, but said she was only ask­ 
ing for money she had given him. 
Sadie Saunders, the 12-year-old daughter 
of the 
complainant, corroborated 
her 
mother's statement, except that she could 
not tell whether Mr. Hughes struck her or 
not. 
J. W. Hoghes, the defendant, testified to 
the meeting with Mrs. Saunders. 
She 
called to him. and he told Ler to go on. as 
he didn’t want to have any trouble with 
her. He struck her horse will) a cane, to 
make her go on, when she grabbed the 
whip and attempted to strike him. He 
wrenched it out of her hand, broke it in 
two, and then threw it into the street. He 
did not strike her. He said that Sadie 
Saunders was not present or in the vicin­ 
ity. 
W. E Osborn testified that he was with 
Mr. Hughes, and corroborated his state­ 
ment. He thought the only blow struck 
was on the horse. He did not see Sadie 
there, and thought he would have seen her 
if she had been there. 
Judge Buckley said that the evidence was 
very conflicting, there being two on each 
side. As the defendant was entitled to the 
benefit of the doubt he would have to find 
him not guilty. As Mrs. Saunders left the 
Court-room she made some remark about 
getting justice, and was reminded by the 
Judge that she would be committed for 
contempt of Court if she made any more 
such remarks. 
Frauk Robertson was next examined, 
and held to answer on a charge of grand 
larceny lor taking A. Leonard’s horse and 
buggy from Snowflake Park on Sunday 
last. The details were published in the 
Record-Union Monday morning. No new 
facts were developed. Robertson asked that 
the charge be reduced so that he would not 
be seat to the State Prison, saying that he 
did not believe that Mr. Leonard would 
want to see him branded as a convict.

TEACHLRS’ ASSOCIATION. 


W hat It I s -W h y the A ssociation E xists— 
A P rivate and V oluntary O rganization. 
T he local com m ittees of teachers and 
friends of the State Teachers’ Association 
are diligently at work arranging for the 
m eeting of the Association in this city next 
m onth. 
T hey find som e m isapprehension 
is abroad concerning the Association, how ­ 
ever, and are not a little nettled to m eet 
am ong citizens with an idea that has been 
put afloat adverse to the character, useful­ 
ness and purpose of the Association. 
For 
instance, the idea has been cultivated that 
the teachers o f the State are com pelled to 
attend, and that there is unw isdom , if not 
cruelty, in fixing the m eeting of the Asso­ 
ciation in holiday week, and tearing them 
away from their hom es at that tim e. 
The 
fact is that the Association is a purely vol­ 
untary body. 
It is not in any way related 
to the laws of the State as a part o f the 
school system . 
It is a voluntary society, 
organized som e years ago by teachers of 
their own m otion and for m utual benefit, 
and by their own vote they fix the lim e of 
their m eeting. 
As a teacher, who was con­ 
siderably "stirred” 
over 
the 
false 
im ­ 
pressions given out, yesterday said, on be­ 
ing interrogated: 
“ W hy, great heavens, haven't teachers 
the great Am erican privilege of assem bling 
and consulting with each other and advis­ 
ing concerning their interests if they want 
to? 
W hose business is it. I waut to know, 
but theirs? 
If they organize a society, 
isn’t it their right to do so, and what right 
have auy to object ? No one is com pelled to 
join our society; why, every last m other's 
son and daughter of us joined freely and 
without any com pulsion. As proof of that, 
let m e tell you there are som e teachers who 
have not yet united with the society. 
It is 
the privilege of any teacher, however, to 
join 
with us in our work or not. 
W e 
think we are the best judges of what bene­ 
fits us, and that we are intelligent enough 
to judge for ourselves. If we want to come 
together and hear ‘ old fo ssils’ or young 
shrim ps tell their experiences, and advise 
as to m utual interests and as to how best 
to teach the young idea how to shoot, and 
to consult as to still greater beneficial 
schem es, by the Roaring Penobscot whose 
business is it but ours? 
W e are not paid 
by the Slate, or auy city or any county, so 
m uch as a nickle to m aintain our society. 
W e foot the society bills; we get half-fares 
out of the railroad companies, if we can, 
when we go to the annual m eeting, and we 
get together ¡or an intellectual picnic once 
a year, and agree on the holiday week to 
do it in. 
N ow I want to ask whose busi­ 
ness is it but ours ?” 
A teacher standing near by, here chim ed 
in with these words: “L ook'here, teachers 
are bright enough to look after their own 
interests; now does auybodv object to the 
dentists m eeting together annually, eh? Do 
any people jum p in and tell the four or five 
associations of doctors that their societies 
are “ farces?” Is it any concern of anybody 
but the three o f four hundred members who 
have organized the society what under the 
sun we do it for? 
W e think out society 
is of som e benefit and a good deal o f pleas­ 
ure to us, and it’s going to be more; it's going 
to be a benefit in other ways, we hope. We 
think, also, that it has a good deal of in ­ 
fluence in behalf of the profession we fol­ 
low, in dignifying it and bettering it and 
giving the people better teachers. 
We 
m ay be m istaken, you know; but say, isn ’t 
it our privilege to think so if we want to? 
H aven’t we as good a right to have a soci­ 
ety as the 1’ress Association, the Pharm a­ 
ceutists, the Typographical U nion, the 
Doctors, ami Ministers, and Chautauqua 
Circles, and Odd Fellow s, and Masons, and 
Native Sons and all the other people who 
organize ? I guess so. 
I guess, too, that 
we have sense enough to organize a so­ 
ciety as usetul to us as any professional 
societies are to others.” 
It appears that the Association is a 
purely personal matter, not required by 
law, not an "Institute,” aud m aking no cafl 
upon any branch o f the Governm ent. 
It 
has som e m oney in its treasury and a very 
representative m embership. 
A proposition 
is to com e before it to reorganize as a 
Teachers’ Alliance, with a headquarters in 
San Francisco, and for which it is proposed 
to erect a building, with exhibition rooms, 
a hall and perm anent intelligence offices, 
where teachers can register, meet, gain in­ 
formation and generally help one another 
in their profession. 
Tnere is som e $4,000 
over from funds raised to entertain the N a­ 
tional Association last sum m er, and it is 
proposed to ask the com m ittee holding it 
to consent to that sum going into the build­ 
ing fund o f the “A lliance,” if formed. 
It 
appears that there are teachers’ associa­ 
tions like that ot California in a great m any 
of the Eastern States, and that others are 
forming, and the testim ony is uniform that 
they have proved useful to the m em ber­ 
ship. 
A prom inent educator being asked 
about these associations yesterday, said: 
“I approve them; the teachers are paid by 
the people and they render lull service, I 
think, for their salaries. 
It looks to me, 
though, that it is just the right thing for 
such a class living upou salaries paid from 
the treasuries of the counties and the State, 
to get together once a year and show a de­ 
sire to profit by exchange of their experi­ 
ences and to put teaching on n s:i!l better 
plane. 
They do the State good, as it looks 
to me. by doing so. I have nev* r seen any­ 
thing but social and educational good come 
from these annual reunions. 
You must 
remember that it is not in the speech-m ak­ 
ing and essay-reading alone all the benefit 
resides, but in the m eeting of the teach­ 
ers, and their individual consultations and 
exchange of view s also.” 
Concerning the location of the annual 
sessions, inquiry develops that by the by­ 
laws o f the Association the place of m eet­ 
ing is fixed by the Executive Committee, 
of which Mr. Cook, of Berkeley, is Presi­ 
dent. 
A t the last session, invitation being 
extended, expression was given in favor of 
Sacramento tor the m eeting of 1S88, and 
the Executive Committee followed that 
suggestion, but it has the power to call the 
Association together at any other point, 
and there is tim e in which to change it, say- 
som e of the com m ittee, but it w ill not be 
done, for Sacramento wants the m eeting 
held here. 
Berkeley-, Oakland, San Jose 
and San Francisco all bid for the session. 
This would seem to cover the w hole ground 
of inform ation concerning which there has 
been inquiry, and to rem ove the erroneous 
im pression that has been cultivated that 
the teachers are obliged to come here and 
sacrifice their holiday week. 
They come, 
it is ascertained, if they come at all, of 
their own accord, and they do as they 
please as to where and how they w ill spend 
their holidays, and, in short, it is, as one 
quoted above said, the business of no one 
as to how they do it, so long as they do not 
dishonor their cloth.

D. M. Burns Interview ed R egarding Min­ 
ing Property in M exico. 
D. M. Burns, C. S. Givens, Frank W ater­ 
house, A . N . Buchanan and other Sacra­ 
m entaos w ent to M exico a few years since, 
and purchased the Candelaria and other 
m ines, and have accum ulated considerable 
wealth in their workings.

B e e r P ip e Linos, 
Cool beer in unlimited quantities in 
every man’s house to be obtained by simply 
turning a spigot, the same as for wuter. 
That is the latest plan to circumvent the 
License Court. 
The idea is to lay pipes in 
the streets the same as other pipes are laid, 
and these will have other connections, the 
beer passing through a meter in each sa­ 
loon or house to show the quantity used. 
The pipes will be of peculiar construction 
and three in number—one inside the other. 
The outer pipe will be of clay. This will 
surround an inner pi¡»e of iron which will 
still have another inside of it. 
The in tier 
pipe will be two inc lies in diameter, lined 
with silver to prevent corrosion. 
Between 
this pipe and the other iron pipe will be a 
space about two inches ail round, to give 
space to a current of cold air from the ice- 
making machinery at the brewery, thus 
keeping the beer cool all the time. 
It is 
calculated that a pressure of 50,000 gallon* 
in a reservoir on the sixth floor of a brew­ 
ery will be sufficient to force the beer 
through the pi)>es and into the houses 
where the service pipes run. 
Consumers 
will pay no license or tax, but it will be 
necessary for the brewers to affix the in­ 
ternal revenue stamps to the hogsheads in 
the brewery. 
The plan coutemplatessend- 
ing around persons once a month to exam­ 
ine the meters, see how much beer has been 
consumed, and collect the money for it. 
About once a month the pipes will be 
cleaned out thoroughly, in order to keep 
them in good condition and prevent the 
beer from spoiling.— Pittsburg limes.

T he interesting feature o f a visit to M enlo 
P a rk ju st now is a trip to th e Stanford 
U niversity at Palo A lto. 
On a recent visit 
I found about one h u n d red an d forty m en 
in th e various departm ents actively em ­ 
ployed in th e w ork of construction. 
Car­ 
loads o f m aterial stan d on th e tracks and 
th e yards are literally full of huge blocks 
of 
graystone an d barrels of sand and 
cem ent. 
T he foundations o f a’.! th e pro­ 
posed buildings are laid, w hile th e struc­ 
tu res form ing th e so u th side of th e q u ad ­ 
ran g le are up an d covered, those on the 
southeast corner having 
received 
theit 
roofs o f tile. 
T h - heating-house, w hich 
stuuds s u th of th o m ain buildings, is m ade 
conspicuous by its stone chim ney, reaching 
to a bight of 120 feet. 
T un n els connect 
th is b u ilding w ith th e cellars of all th e 
eth ers, and from th is central point they 
w ill be supplied w ith th e heat necessary to 
m ake them com fortable. 
T h e interest the 
people tak e in this un d ertak in g of Senator 
Stanford is m anifested in the large n u m b er 
of visitors to the place. 
T hey go o ut on 
bicycles and in vehicles of every descrip­ 
tion, w hile m any com e in on th e trains 
and w alk out, th e distance not being far. 
T he road from M enlo passes th e m au ­ 
soleum , and pedestrians m eet w ith som e­ 
th in g to interest them at every tu rn . 
I am 
inform ed th at som elim es there are tw enty 
conveyances there at once, all being well 
filled. 
T he gates are alw ays open on w eek days, 
and all have free adm ittance. 
T here are 
no restrictions placed 0 11 visitors, as far as 
I could discover. 
People w alked around 
th e buildings, entered those w hich are cov­ 
ered, w ent over to the heating-house, and 
clim bed dow n into th e chim ney and looked 
up through th e ap p aren tly sm all orifice a t 
th e little patch of blue sky, an d w ondered 
how high it was—th e chim ney, n o t the 
sky. T hey exam ined th e w orkm anship on 
the colum ns and arches, peered in here and 
in there, and, d u rin g the tw o h ours I was 
engaged w ith the others in such pestim e, I 
heard no w ord of c iu tio n or restrain t from 
those in charge. 
E v erything is on a large 
scale, everything is com píete, all bears 
close inspection w ith favorable result, and 
ilie su p erintendent, forem an arid w orkm en 
are proud of thr-ir creation. 
T he people of 
S *.nta Clara county m ay congratulate thetu- 
s !v,s th at the boundary line of San M ateo 
o m .'y is w here it is, and n ot a m ile ftns 
th er f aith, for th en :hey could not claim 
the U niversity as one ot th eir educational 
institutions. 
I was interested in a little story a gen tle­ 
m an told th e o th er dsy about Senator Stan- 
foru’s attach m en t for the old landm arks. 
Som e years ago th e person in charge in ­ 
tended rem oving an old adobe structure, 
located on th e western side of the farm , 
w hich w as gradually tu m b lin g dow n. 
T he 
S enator learned o f the m atter in tim e, and, 
instead of feeing rem oved, braces w ere put 
up on the outside and o th er m easures 
tik e u to preserve th e relic o f a day th at 
w as p 1st. 
A nother incident of this desire to preserve 
is narrated of the Palo A lto tree. 
T ravel­ 
ers on th e railroad m ay have noticed a tali, 
w eather-beaten redw ood tree on the east 
sice of the tiack, ju s t at th e bridge below 
M enlo P ark . 
F orm erly there were two, bu t 
one gave way to th e elem ents som e years 
ago. 
F rom these trees th e farm received 
its nam e, Palo being th e Spanish nam e for 
stick or cudgel, and A lto m eaning high. 
Of th e m any trees on the place these lifted 
th eir lofty heads high above them all, and 
could be seen from a long distance. A t th e 
tim e th e one referred to fell, it was evident 
th a t unless som ething was done to check 
th e encroachm ent of th e spring w aters in 
th e San F rancisquita creek, th e other w ould 
sooo follow, and th e oldest lan d m ark of all 
w ould be w iped out. 
To avoid th is th e side 
o f th e creek on w hich the tree stands was 
lined w ith piles an d then faced w ith heavy 
p ’anks. T h is proceeding checked the w ash­ 
ing aw ay of the bank an d saved th e tree, 
w hich still stands like a sentinel on duty. 
H e w ho narrated th is incident placed the 
expense of the u n d erta k in g a t $10,000, b ut 
I th in k th e figure is som ew hat over-esti­ 
m ated. 
H ow ever, I give it as it was told 
to m e. 
T h e sam e freedom w hich was accorded 
m e at th e U niversity grounds was extended 
w hen I visited th e stock farm . 
T he horses 
in the pens, at the sound of m y footsteps, 
gathered at the gates. 
T hey were m ostly 
young anim als, and, m uch to m y surorise, 
w hen I drew near them an d reached out 
m y h and to stroke one’s forehead the others 
tried to push h im aw ay th a t they m ight be 
pelted instead. 
A groom inform ed m e th at 
it was the resu lt of the k ind treatm en t they 
received. 
T hey h ard ly knew w hat a blow 
wa*. b ut expected kindness from others as 
Well as from th eir keepers. 
I w andered 
¡hrough the stables and looked at the racers 
in th eir stalls. 
To give an idea of th e care 
they receive, one barn containing tw enty 
anim als has eight groom s an d tw o drivers 
to attend to th eir requirem ents. 
It seem ed 
novel to m e to w ander over a n o th er m an 's 
dom ain w ith o u t having any one check m e. 
In fact, no one spoke to m e at all, unless I, 
w ith m y usual inquisitiveness, threw out a 
string of questions w hich required som e 
patience am i tim e to answ er.
